MOTION  PICTURES 


The  Motion  Picture  Service,  Office  of  Information,  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, produces  and  distributes  motion  pictures  on  subjects  with  which  the  De- 
partment is  concerned.  They  are  both  sound  and  silent  and  are  released  in  16-mm 
and  35-mm.  widths.  Films  in  the  16-mm.  size  are  available  from  State  film 
libraries  ;  35-mm.  films  are  available  only  from  Motion  Picture  Service  They  are 
lent  to  responsible  agencies  and  persons  or  may  be  purchased  outright.  Print* 
of  Department  films  may  be  obtained  from  76  cooperating  film  libraries  in  the 
48  States,  and  the  Territories  of  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico. 

DEAD  OUT.    16  mm.,  sound,  color.    Running  time  20  minutes.    Re- 
leased 1948. 

Fire  respects  no  man's  property  nor  his  neighbor's.  This  film  on  brush  burning 
in  the  South  shows  graphically,  realistically,  the  dangers  and  attendant  woes  of 
burning  brush  in  rural  areas  unseasonably  or  without  taking  proper  safetv  pre- 
cautions. The  story  centers  dramatically  around  Ridge  McDowell,  prosperous 
young  farmer,  who,  though  adhering  to  most  rules  of  safetv,  makes  the  mistake 
of  not  assuring  that  his  brush  fires  are  "dead  out."  His"  little  girl  is  burned 
severely  and  he  loses  everything  when  a  strong  wind  fans  a  smoulderin-  brush 
pile  into  flame  and  carries  the  fire  to  his  house  and  nearby  woods  Interwoven 
in  the  story  are  scenes  of  other  such  catastrophes  recounted  by  a  veteran  "timber 
cruiser"  of  McDowell's  district.  The  film  concludes  by  showing  the  proper 
methods  of  brush  burning  and  the  appropriate  times  to  do  it.  (Not  in  libraries: 
for  loan  from  U.  S.  Forest  Service  regional  offices  and  State  Foresters  in  the 
southern  States  and  for  sale.) 
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
